An  ex¬ 
tended  view  in  every  direction  is  aff  >rded 
from  this  summit,  excellent  achromatic 
telescope  of  large  «xe  leudiug  assistance  to 
the  vision. 


The  old  established  Copper  Works  of  Hen¬ 
dricks  Bros.,  located  on  the  Second  River, 
in  Belleville,  were  destroyed  by  fire  early 
on  Tuesday  morning,  involving  a  loss  in 
bnildiDgs,  machinery  and  stock  of  about 
$60,000,  which  is  covered  by  iusura.ice. 
The  fire  ia  believed  by  the  owners  of  the 
works  to  have  been  caused  by  iucendiarism. 
as  the  time  of  discovery  fl.imes  burst  out  in 
the  engine  room  and  in  another  place. distant 
more  than  a  hundred  feet  from  the  point 
first  named.  On  account  of  the  presence  of 
considerable  quantities  of  oil  aud  other  in¬ 
flammable  material  together  with  the  heavy 
timber  work  used  in  supporting  the  machin¬ 
ery,  and  in  construction  of  th®  buildings, 
the  fire  burned  with  great  intensity  and 
fierceness.  It  was  found  to  be  impossible 
to  stay  its  progress.  The  great  heat  caused 
a  neighboring  brick  building,  the  refinery, 
with  a  slate  roof,  to  take  fire,  and  all  except 
the  outside  walls  were  destroyed.  Nearly 
fifty  men  are  deprived  of  employment,  but 

the  work  of  rebuilding  will  be  resumed  at

George  Spottiswoode  and  Thomas  Beaman 
were  the  Secretaries.  Mr.  Spottiarwoode 
stated  the  object  of  the  meeting  and  the 
subject  was  thrown  open  for  discussion. 
Hr.  Robert  Weimore  epuke  in  terms  of 
unmitigated  diaipprov.il  of  the  law,  which 
was  so  partial  in  its  effect  and  which  was  got 
through  the  Legislature  in  such  a  surrepti¬ 
tious  n  anner  that  the  Author  of  it  till  this 
day  is  unknown.  It  did  not  receive  the 
sanction  of  the  city  authorities  nor  was  it 
aven  known  to  them  or  the  citizen  generally 
until  after  the  Legiohilfcre  adjourned.  He 
trusted  the  meeting  would  take  such  action 
as  will  secure  its  repeal  ut  the  next  Legisla 
turn 

at  length.  He  did  not  so  much  object  to 
paring  a  tax  if  they  got  the  light  hat  when 
they  paid  their  tax  aud  got  nothing  in  re¬ 
turn  then  be  opposed  it  on  the  principle 
that  it  was  uujnst.  A  preamble  aud  resolu¬ 
tion  were  then  read  to  the  meeting  condemn¬ 
ing  law  ami  petitioning  the  Common  Coum 
cil  to  adopt  such  measures  as  well  cause  its 
lepoai  Tbanr  were  adopted  unanimously 
and  the  meeting  adjourned.

Letter  from  South  America. — No.  IX. 

Ido  not  remember  if  I  gave  you  a  description  of 
Sun  Ingo  in  my  last  fetter.  But  it  wi1!^  bear  re¬ 
peating,  as  I  consider  it  tbe  finest  city  in  Sonth 
America.  It  ie  tfo  capital  of  Chile,  i>  about  144 
miles  from  Valparaiso,  Mid  to  have  about  200,000 
Inhabitants.  Tbe  atreeto  are  paved  with  Belgian 
pavement,  wide  sod  well  kept,-  tbe  houses  ill  look 
clear  aud  are  well  built  In  the  centre  of  (he  city 
Us  bill  called  Santa  Lucia,  whiih  until  a  few 
years  ago  was  the  refuge  of  thieves  and  rubber*,  a 
barren  pile  of  rucks.  The  present  M-vor,  a  Mr. 
Vlsckenna,  wb*>  has  traveled  or  lived  in  Earooe 
and  tbe  United  States  for  mat  .y  yeais,  commenced 
to  improve  it  a  few  years  airo  and  now  it  looks 
more  11. .e  one  of  tbe  U>i  fortresses  or  summer  rot 
idences  we  see,  than  anytlinic  '  Iso.  4  splendid 
drive  and  walk  runs  up  this  bill  and  at  er*rv  ‘urn 
and  angle  y>m  se*  fountain*,  cascades,  shrubbery, 
flowers, statues  etc.  The  hill  brine  short  200  metres 
bigb.  this  drive  runs  around  the  mountain  sevi-rat 
tim^a.  On  »op  Is  a  tine  T  stauraot.  swings  for 
children,  shooting  ealk-rv,  tables  and  benchea,  in 
fact  ev<  ry thing  to  muke  it  pleasant.  Tbe  Chth-noa 
are  hard  workers,  excepting  at  Chichi-time,  which 
was  ju«t  about  ihe  time  when  I  was  there.  Chiebi 
U  the  juice  of  erapes,  and  when  the  grapes  are 
gathered  and  the  wine  is  made,  this  Jnice  or  chi¬ 
chi  is  sold  everywhere.  It  is  perfectly  pure  but  in¬ 
toxicating.  The  people  are  v«  rv  fond  ofH,  conse¬ 
quently  »•  great  many  show  the  effects  of  it.  The 
weather  *  bile  in  Santiago  was  v>  ry  cold,  in  feet  I 
felt  the  cold  *>  much  that  I  had  to  wear  a  doutile 
suit  of  underch -thing  in  addition  to  my  overr.yat. 

I  found  our  minister.  Dr.  C.  A.  Logan,  to  be  a 
splendid  gentleman.  Ti  e  opera  house  in  Santiago 
U  on**  of  the  flneat  I  have  ever  b**<*n,  not  very  larre, 
but  well  constructed  and  splendidly  finished.  Chile 
wit )  its  mineral  ana  agricultural  r  sources  im¬ 
proving  and  developing  every  day.  draws  all  ita 
nch  peopl  to  the  Capital  and  that  accounts  for 
its  flourishing  condition.  During  rav  sUy  in 
Valparaiso,  I  experienced  enough  earthquakes  to 
satisfy  me  for  some  time.  We  had  9  I  bvl  cve ;  it 
rained  very  much  and  ev*  ryb**dv  waa  afraid  of  a  gen- 
ral  land  slide,  as  the  high  hill,  back  of  tfie  business 
part  of  the  ciiy,  and  covered  with  private  resi¬ 
dences,  had  commenced  t*  slide  and  take.n  four 
houses  down  with  it.  In  teu  years  from  now,  the 
R.  R  from  Valparaiso  to  the  Atlantic  (Mon¬ 
tevideo)  will  be  flni.-hed  and  then  we  shall  be  able 
t-»  travel  easier.  I  1  ft  Valparaiso  on  the  11th  of 
July  and  arrived  in  Callao  and  Lima,  Peru,  on  the 
21st  of  July,  ten  dajs  c«>a'ting  all  the  wav  up, 
stopp  ug  at  15  harbors,  and  going  ashore  at  most 
of  them.  They  say  that  they  have  only  150  work¬ 
ing  days  in  P-  ru,  and  I  b**ileve  it :  because,  al¬ 
though  the  nuulversarv  of  thetr  independence  ia 
the  28th  of  Juh  ,  they  commenced  the  celebration 
on  the  25th  and  it  la-tcd  un»il  August  S  t,  Includ¬ 
ing  Sunday'.  Processions,  bullfights,  masquerade 
balls,  horse-races,  target  shooting,  military-re¬ 
views,  the  unveiling  of  a  magnificent  statue  re. 
presenting  Victory,  in  honor  of  the  repulse  of  the 
Spanish  fleet  May  2d,  18fi6,  etc  ,  it  t**ok  up  the 
whole  week,  so  you  see  to  attend  to  business  was 
was  out  of  question,  as  ul*  the  stores  had  to  be 
closed,  not  a  Gov’t,  offle  r  to  be  found  at 
his  bis  office.  I  also  took  strip  up  the 
Aroya  Rail  Road,  which  is  probably 
one  of  the  most  difficult  worka  of  Cfvil 
Engineering  in  th**  world  The  average  grade  of 
the  road  is  4  percent  and  in  75  miles  it  risea  to 
an  altitude  of  15,000  feet,  where  It  crosses  the  An* 
dca.  It  is  fluish-  d  to  within  about  10  miles  of  ihe 
summit,  and  wi»l  b*-  done  in  about  *wo  vears. 

The  R.  R.  King  of  South  America,  Henry 
Meiggs,  is  building  it  for  the  Government,  and  he 
employs  American  mechanics,  engineers,  bridges, 
etc. ,  whereever  he  can.  You  can  imagine  the 
steer*  grade,  when  the  e  Dplovees  come  down  tl  e 
road,  about  65  milts,  on  b  md  c-irs  at  the  rate  of 
40  miles  an  hour,  whfob  is  dangeious  traveling. 

Left  Calluo  on  the  14*h  of  August,  had  a  good 
c&pluin  and  a  good  steamer  coming  u~,  so  that 
ttie  time  passed  pleasantly.  At  Panama  I  woa  In¬ 
vited  to  »  grand  ball  given  by  the  officers  of  the 
American  Man  of  War  ‘‘Richmond,”  A  I  mini] 
Collins,  to  the  Panaui  uians.  The  Btoamer  wra 
decorated  w  ith  flags  ai  d  evergreens,  the  guns  had 
been  moved  forward,  and  at  3  o’clock  the  young 
fo’ks  commenced  to  dance,  ke**pine  It  up’  until 
7  P.  M.  Not  being  very  fond  of  dancing  with  the 
tbemoTieter  at  100  deg.,  I  sept  very  quiet  and 
spent  the  time  pleasantly  looking  o*i.

on  board  of  the  English  steamer,  which  br-'Ugh 
me  up  from  Callao.  aIt  wm  cpnflped>toiotjjj;a  four- 

dnnced  and  sang  nd  hod  a  good  tin**  generally 
for  a  few  boors.  I  left  Panama  on  the  27 of  August 
for  Aacpnlco  Mexico,  and  I’m  just  about  half  way, 
10  days  out.  We  stnpoed  at  Punte,  Arenas. 
C»*sta,  Rica,  a  place  of  about  1500  or  2000  inhabi¬ 
tants,  und  which  cx|H»rts  300,000  hags  of  cotf-e 
every  year.  Our  next  port  was  San  Juandel  8nr, 
in  Nl-aragua,  formerly  the  port  of  embarkation  of 
the  California  travelers  I;  leaf  irha*b*>r,  butonly 
three  houses,  the  principal  exports  nr**  about  800 
or  1000  fons  of  pearl  shells  annually,  which  sell  iB 
Paris  at  about  $400  per  ton.  Onr  next  port  wra 
Corinto  in  Nicaragua,  also  a  smuli  place  of  about 
500  inhabitants.  Nearly  all  the  business  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  an  American,  Mr  Robk  Gray,  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  principal  exports  sugar,  coflee,  cedar- 
wood,  bid  •,  etc. 

Our  next  port  was  Amarmla,  Honduras,  next 
La  Union  in  Salvador.  La  U^ion  is  quit*-  a  plac*. 
of  a  bunt  1200  inhabitants.  Tbe  American  Consul, 
~>r.  t'lintjis very  glad  to  see  anybody  ln.g»  t' e 
8ta»<  »  The  pr  nclpal  burineaa  In  all  these  ports 
consists  in  importing  for  the  large  Inland  rltLa, 
and  export  the  produce  of  the  court iiy.  A 
great  deal  of  indigo  Is  exported,  ala*  hid#  and 
d  «*r  skins.  Onr  next  port  was  La  Lihertad  also 
In  Salvador  and  at  present  we  are  anchored  oil 
Acajusta,  Salvador.  As  we  pr  *cee<1  North  the 
harbors  become  w-  rse  and  more  Inaccessible ;  the 
swell  <>f  ihe  -ea  is  so  strong  and  the  br  *ek<  rs,  **y*n 
at  thedock  so  high,  that  a  the  last  two  porta  we 
bad  to  use  chairs  and  steam  cranks  to  embark  and’ 
r  is*  ed bark,  which  is  rather  unpleasant  and  a  little 
dangerous.  Tue  wharf  or  dock  at  tills  port 
( Aeajusta)  is  SO  fecr  high  and  still  the  breakers  of¬ 
ten  wash  over  it  Our  first  officer,  Mr.  Mandel  o! 
of  N-  w  Bedford,  was  badly  injured  this  morning: 
fa.lhig  through  tbe  hatchway. 

While  I’m  writing  this,  two  active  volcanos  ar 1 
in  full  view,  the  ‘‘Santa  Anna”  and  “Lalco”  auj 
it  ia  a  curious  sight  to  see  tbe  smoke  roding  u( 
continually.  Away  to  our  left  we  seethe  mount 
tarns  of  Guatemala,  15,000  fuel  high.  Our  -team** 
one  of  the  P.  M.  fl.  8.  Co.,  la  Yerj  alow,  only 
miles  an  hour.
